During recent years, promi- 
nent agriculturalists from many 
arts of the world have vrsited 
ome of the outstanding farms 
*nd projects in York county but 
une of the most interesting 
groups was the delegation of 
agricultural officials from the 
department of agriculture of 
China which spent the day here 
on Aug. 2. .Having conferred 
with heads of the various de-

Hsien-yoo Shen, chief : of the 
Department of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics, National Research Bur- 
eau, Ministry of Agriculture and 
Forestry. Nanking; and Mr. 
Yuen-ling Yeh, head of the De- 
partment of Crop Testing, 
Shanghai. Prof. Chang had 
flown via India to Great Britain 
where he had spent three 
months and met the others in 
the United States after their 
four-day flight over the Pacific. 
All three had taken post grad- 
uate, studies in the U.S.A. before 
the war and spoke English fair- 
ly well, having studied it pre- 
viously at the University of 
Nanking. Prof. Cheng stated 
they have a number of extension 
men employed on various crops 
with local key men operating 
under these specialists. The 
professor was greatly impressed 
with the system which has been 
developed in Ontario and later 
followed by the other, provinces. 
■ The party visited the seed 
testing laboratories in Toronto, 
the Woodbridge Seed Cleaning 
Plant, inspected the bulls being 
used by the Maple Cattle Breed- 
ers for artificial insemination, 
and spent considerable time 
studying the set-up of the rep- 
resentative's office.

LABOR LEGISLATION 
NEEDS MODERNIZING 

L P 

•For over four weeks, a vital industry has been 
strike-bound. The government has shown itself 
so far incapable of meeting the emergency. In- 
stead of the resumption of steel production, a 
worried nation heard last week reports of a fool- 
ish argument about whether or not the union's 
wage demands would break the price ceiling. 

The effect of wage demands upon the price 
ceiling is not the immediate issue. Canada needs 
steel. Widely diversified industries arc being 
forced to shut down for the lack of it. Orders 
from abroad are being cancelled. The first con- 
cern is to resume production; then hear wage 
demands and provide for their settlement. 

The steel strike has revealed the inadequacies 
of the labor policy of the federal government. It 
has demonstrated the growth of a vicious condi- 
tion where labor and management have held 
themselves above the law ip the settlement of 
their disputes. It is indisputable evidence of how 
antiquated labor legislation has become in the 
light -of the growth of organized labor. 

Here is a major industry besieged by a picket 
line despite the law which says any person may 
pass through picket lines without hindrance. 
Here are reports of falsified figures by manage- 
ment in order to gain price increases, the bene- 
fits of which were withheld from the workers. 
Here is an indication of the virtual dictatorship 
exercised by union leaders over their members. 
Here is the partisanship of the government in 
the .passage of an order-in-council with penalties 
for workers who interfere with production but 
none for the company should it not do its part to 
continue operations. 
* Above all, thirsted strike provides the un- 
savory spectacle of irresponsibility by both 
management and labor, unchecked by legislation 
in its effects on the national welfare. 

We call upon the federal government to: (1) 
Immediately resume production in the steel in- 
dustry with guarantees of continued wage negoti- 
ations; (2) Conduct a public enquiry into 
methods of financing company operations with 
the imposition of penalties where evidence of 
illegalities is uncovered; (3) Conduct a public en- 
quiry into the organization, policies* and consti- 
tution of national unions; (4) Bring labor 
legislation into line with existing conditions, with 
more effective conciliation machinery, provision 
for cooling off periods, secret ballots and all 
democratic practices in the constitution of unions. 

The lawlessness that has* marked this, and 
other strikes before it, will come to an end only 
when the federal government brings its labor 
legislation up to date and shows a firm but just 
determination to uphold its own laws. Continued 
production and harmony between labor and 
management will become real only when the 
federal government shows itself willing to 
acknowledge and protect the rights of each 
party against unjust action by the other.

PARK ATHLETES

There are only a few hours in the daily 24 
when the Lions club park is not in use. In the 
afternoons, grade school children enjoy a super- 
vised program of recreation. In the evenings, 
there is baseball and horse-shoes. Adjoining the 
park, the tennis enthusiasts enjoy their game far 
into the night with the bowlers, a few feet far- 
ther along, keeping them company. In truth, the 
Lions club park and its adjuncts are becoming 
the most popular places in Newmarket. 

It is unfortunate, however, that the park lacks 
locker-rooms and showers. For many of the 
users of the park, il is only a block or two to 
their homes where they can change and wash up. 
However there are many players, coming from 
longer distances in town, for whom a cold show- 
er and a change of clothes after a holly contested 
game on a summer night Would be nothing short 
of n glimpse of heaven. As Ncwmarfcet competes 
with outside teams in baseball and tennis, to 
mention only two sports, the lack of changing 
and shower rooms becomes the cause for apology. 

Would il not be possible to use the changing 
rooms and showers for a swimming pool in the 
park for other sports as well? The changing 
rpoms could be built so that swimmers and base- 
ball players could have access to them. They 
might be built now with the pool being added 
next spring. The expense would not be great if 
simplified designs were used, and the tennis club, 
the bowling club, and the baseball teams might 
be glad to share in the cost considering the ad- 
vantages they would enjoy. 

The swimming pool is needed, not only for the 
pleasure it will provide and its opportunity for 
healthy recreation, but as a safety measure. The 
Newmarket Community Recreation Council has 
found it necessary to spend $1,200 at Lake Wilcox 
to teach young children how to ewim. That ex- 
pense must be considered each summer until 
Newmarket has swimming facilities close at 
hand. There is no reason why a pool can not be 
built in the near future. The provision of chang- 
ing and shower facilities is but another argument 
in its favor.

EXPERT NEEDED 

FOR LOCAL PROBLEMS 

On the agenda for the next meeting of the 
Newmarket tov/n council is the consideration of 
a motion to authorize the employment of a grad- 
uate civil engineer for Newmarket Notice of 
tfcc motion v/as given at the last council meeting 
by Councillor Joseph Vale, chairman of the in- 
dustrial committee of council. 

Mr. Vale's motion is most timely and U one 



which is deserving of full consideration by- mem- 
bers of council. Newmarket is experiencing un- 
precedented growth* and with that growth,_the 
need for long range planning to avoid the pitfalls 
that often result from rapid expansion. The 
members of council are being called upon to 
make decisions for which they lade the technical 
knowledge. A~ consulting engineer is retained by 
the town but he is neither convenient for quick 
decisions, nor completely familiar with local con- 
ditions. ' ; 
One problem that must be faced is that of how 
to provide adequate parking facilities for Main 
St. The council has, on various occasions dis- 
cussed one-hour parking, parking on one side 
only, provision of parking lots, and provision of 
adequate laneways behind Main St. stores. The 
discussions have been mostly inconclusive al- 
though an effort is being made to use Widdifield 

park for parking space. 

The problem of parking is part of a major 
problem of a toa-narrow Main St. The solution 
to the parking problem is' tied in with the pro- 
vision of an easily travelled Main St. The 
answer will not be found until the council is pre- 
pared to have an expert consider the problem in 
its entirely, and to act on his report without fear 
or favor. The council must move for, as it has 
been pointed out often enough, unless through 
traffic is given a right of way through Newmar- 
ket, the town will be by-passed and the mer- 
chants will suffer the loss of summer customers. 

The traffic problem is ' only one of several. 
Newmarket must be prepared for expansion west 
on Davis Dr. with the possibility of a new busi- 
ness section developing there. Trie increasing 
use of the third concession by lake traffic poses 
the problem of how to induce that traffic to pass 
through Newmarket and to use the marketing 
facilities here. Improvements to the arena will 
require an expert's advice. The long range plan-* 
ning ofv water and sewer facilities in anticipation 
of further expansion must be considered now. 

The members of Newmarket- town council have 
made an excellent record for themselves in many 
aspects of municipal government. It is too much, 
however, to expect them to handle the increasing 
problems of a growing municipality. The coun- 
cil is nominally a policy-making body. Let the 
members return to that role and employ a man 
experienced in the work, to handle the details 
and provide the plans. The council would not be 
relinquishing its authority. On the contrary'. >* 
would be improving its service to the citizens. 
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FEAR OF COST . 
NOT JUSTIFIED . 

How often the cry, ''How will we finance it?", 
goes up when needed improvements to the muni- 
cipality are being considered. There is abroad a 
fear of expense which threatens to stifle all 
initiative in local improvement and in the pro- 
vision of services which will make Newmarket a 
happier pla.ee in which to live. 

Municipal government, while it must be oper- 
ated in a business-like manner' with due regard 
for balancing expense with revenue, differs from 
a business in that it is not required to make a 
profit. All that is asked is a balanced budget. 
As a business, it returns its dividends to the 
shareholders — Ihe citizens — in the form of im- 
proved services. 

At the present time, the town of Newmarket is 
in need of a number of improvements such as 
sidewalks, parking space, a new bridge on'Queen 
St., to mention only a few. All of these improve- 
ments rcquife large portions of 1 the tax revenues, 
which accounts in part for the fact they have not 
been provided. While calling for these improve- 
ments and services, many of the citizens of New- 
market have shown a marked reluctance to pay 
for them. 

It is unfortunate that some members of the 
council have listened to these reluelanl ones to 
the exclusion of those who are willing to pay for 
a belter community in which to live. Out of 
deference to those who prefer a lower tax rate 
to a higher standard of community living, much 
ado is made at budget time of the lowered de- 
benture debt. The lowering of the debenture 
debt is becoming more important than providing 
better municipal service. It has become fashion- 
able to point to the reduced debenture debt as if 
il alone were the criterion of -sound municipal 
government. 

The fact is that while a reduced debenture debt 
has much to recommend itself, it does not substi- 
tute for municipal improvement. The debenture 
debt is an indication of the municipal govern- 
ment's willingness to finance community ser- 
vices. A study of Ihe debenture debt of a muni- 
cipality provides an insight into how progressive 
lhat municipality is in the provision of commun- 
ity services. Granted that a sharp line must be 
drawn at the limit of a municipality's ability to 
retire its debenture debts over a period of years 
without unduly straining the budget, but in New- 
market, the tendency of many citizens has been 
to mark that limit v/ell on the conservative side. 

At the present time, the Newmarket town 
council must consider the building of a sewage 
disposal plant in the near future. And, as usual, 
concern v/ith financing the task has overshadow- 
ed lhe"necessity of a disposal plant and the bene- 
fits which will be derived from it. On the 
record, any planning for a disposal plant is being 
postponed by taking it for granted that New- 
market simply cannot finance it. 

Newmarket taxpayers are paying 3.0 mills for 
debenture and maintenance charges. This year, 
debenture payments cost the taxpayers $20,134.- 
93. Considering Newmarket's revenues of over 
$125,000, and its present reduced tax rate of 37 
mill5. there should be no difficulty in assuming 
debenture ' payments on a new sewage plant. 
Even though it may mean a sizable increase in 
the debenture debt, and even though it may 
mean an increase in the mill rate, Newmarket 
can afford il.

I can hear, as I sit. writing 
this, a combine, a tractor and a 
binder at - work, while not far- 
away, men are gathered for a 
big threshing. Nature has scat- 
tered her gold of grain with a 
lavish .hand and when, we see 
everyone busy with garnering 
food, it's inevitable that the 
thought' of starving and half-fed 
peoples ' fades - into the back- 
ground. How can people be 
hungry while the earth yields her 
increase? We ask ourselves and 
forget, in our smug content, that 
war has left much European soil 
unfit for ' cultivation, while in 
many lands the lack of seed," of 
fertilizer, of machinery or horses 
and of healthy manpower is pre- 
venting the growing of essential 
food products. 

We hide behind the fact that 
we have representatives at this 
and at that; that we have sent 
one of the largest food contribu- 
tions to where there is need. 
Yet, have the facts behind the 
need for all these meetings pene- 
trated our armour of indiffer- 
ence? Do we feel our response 
bilities as Canadian citizens to 
uphold our representations or if 
we feel that they do not repre ; 
sent our views, do we make that 
I known? 

Do we study strikes — their 
causes and effects? Or do we 
hide behind the platitude that 
v/c can let the government, man- 
agement and labor fight it out 
and, we remain without even an 
idea on the subject. 

If we were asked to vote on, 
"Should strikes be made unlaw- 
ful?", or "Should management 
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just not 
vote or, take someone else's view? 
What- do we think about Russia? 
Russia is so near us that it may 
become a vital matter to us — our 
defence against her or our friend- 
ship for her. At present, I think 
most of us are bewildered by her 
tactics and by what we hear and 
read. "Discretion is. the better 
part of valour," and "He that 
fights and runs away will live to 
fight another day," are two' trite 
sayings with some truth hidden 
in them, but as I see it, although 
we need to be discreet in our 
dealings with the unknown 
quantity called Russia, discretion 
without valour- would be a mis- 
take for Russia only* understands 
force and preparedness and cer- 
tainly if we ran away, • we'd 
never have the chance to fight 
another day. 

And when' all the world is 
awry, one wonders at the fight- 
ing over a Canadian flag. Cer- 
tainly we should have one — a 
flag is a symbol, a rallying 
point. In all ages -people have 
rallied to the colors. Td love. to 
see the beaver and the maple leaf 
in our flag but I hope that small 
union Jack may still be there. 
Those crosses of St. George, St. 
Patrick and St. Andrew are 
symbols of great saints* who were 
also warriors of the cross. They 
counted not the ' cost when the 
right was involved. I think we, 
the people, should have 'a chance 
to vote on our flag; .Our flag- 
so it witt mean something to each 
of us — to the child who learns 
to salute it, to the soldier who 
follows it into battle for king 
and home and country, and to 
the civilians who feel it repre- 
sents something worth living for 
as well as fighting for. 

There are a thousand things 
that we Canadians have to 
think about and become vocal 
about if Canada is to be a land 
of hope and glory. Like- the 
lonesome Alice in Wonderland: 
"The time has come, the Walrus 
said, to talk of many things . . ."

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The work \ of parliament is 
progressing well these days and 
present indications are that the 
session will end' about August 
22. The very hot weather is 
tending to .speed up business and 
members are* unanimous that 
sessions should commence earlier 
in the year an^ not drag on dur- 
ing the heat of July and August- 

The industrial relations com- 
mittee meetings continue to be 
the centre of interest here, as 
labor leaders sit in- with ■ indus- 
trialists and members in an 
effort to bring about industrial 
peace. 

Another increase was recorded 
in the dominion bureau of slatis-. 
tics cost-of-living index at July 2 
when it was computed at 125.1 as 
compared with 123.6 at -June 2, 
an advance of 1.5 points, accord- 
ing to figures released this week. 
From August 1, 1939, when the 
index stood at 100.8, to July 2 
this year, there has been an in- 
crease of 24.1 percent. 

The rise of July 2 reflected 
widely distributed price increas- 
es, affecting four of the six 

budget groups. The foods index 

advanced from 142.1 at June 1 to 
144.2, prices increasing for eggs, 
beef, lamb, potatoes and carrots. 
Clothing moved up from 124.3 to 
126.4, due mainly to advances in 
men's wear and footwear. Home 
furnishings and services showed 
a substantial, gain from 122.4 to 

125.1 as the result of increases 
in furniture,! textile furnishings 
and ehinaware. Due to advances 
in health maintenance and rec- 
reation sections, the miscellane- 
ous items index rose from 112.1 
to 113.7. Unchanged were the 
indexes for fuel and light at 

107.2 and for rentals at 112.6. 

The increase of 1.5 points in 
the cost-of-living index between 
June 1 and July 1, while not 
expected, places the issue square- 
ly before us, Donald Gordon, 
prices board chairman, said. It 
shows us that our choice lies 
between a moderate and care- 
fully controlled readjustment on 
the one hand and a sharp and 
accumulating inflation on the 
other, he declared. While this 
increase, he continued, was in 
large part expected and unavoid- 
able, it is nevertheless a matter 
for most serious .concern. It is 
the clearest sort of evidence that 
the job of keeping prices in hand 
during the aftermath of the war 
is becoming extremely difficult. 
"It provides a mild foretaste of 
the sort of conditions for which 
we are headed, unless all groups 
in the community make a serious 
effort to hold the line," he added. 

About one-third of this latest 
increase, which brought the in- 
dex from 123.6 to 125.1 points, 
represents the ■ seasonal advance 
in vegetable prices which almost 
invariably reach their yearly 
high point in the early summer, 
before the new crops are coming 
to market in volume, he declared. 
While to this extent, this rise in 
the index need not cause con- 
cern, the larger part of this 
month's increase represents 
changes of a more lasting char- 
acter and, like, the increases in 
the index during the two pre- 
ceding months,! the bulk of in- 
crease reflects nricc adjustments 
which had to lie authorized this 
year in the face of seriously 
higher costs, hej continued. 

Since the end of the war, Mr. 
Gordon said, the cost of living 
index has risen by approximately 
five points and [practically all of 
the advance has occurred since 
early in the present year. "In 
the best of circumstances, there 
will be some further moderate 
increases in living costs, ns not 
all of the price' adjustments al- 
ready authorized have been en- 
tirely reflected lin retail prices. 
Higher costs abroad will also 
have some further impact on our 
living costs in Canada ... If 
particular groups exploit their 
bargaining power to the full in 
the present condition of shortage 
to obtain higher Wages and high- 
er returns, then wc shall inevi- 
tably com men Ice a new 'and 
severe cycle of price increases." 
This, in turn, I will generate 
further wage demands ond wid- 
ening industrial -. disputes and 
will restrict and postpone that 
lorge expansion t in production 
upon which wc jnrc relying to 
overcome shortages ond to pro-' 
vide the basis for high peace- 
time employment] he emphasiz- 
ed. 

Due to several large and pro- 
longed work stoppages arising 
out of industrial i disputes, »the 
time lost due to strikes and lock- 
outs in Canada during June rose 
to 935,188 men-working days, 
bringing the total j time loss for 
the first Six months of 1946 to 
1,626,296 days, it was announced 
by Labor Minister Humphrey 
Mitchell yesterday. 1 

The number of strikes and 
lockouts at one time or another 
during June totalled 36, one 
more than In May. A total of 
70,688 workers were involved in 
the June strikes as compared 
with 47,730 workers in the prev- 
ious month. Of the 36 strikes in 
effect during Juncj 11 of them 
were strikes which I carried over 
at the end of May.

originating in May had been 
terminated and 17 of the strikes 
begun in June had been ended, 
either by settlement or by the 
Workers returning to their jobs 
pending settlement, leaving 14 
strikes still in effect at the be- 
ginning of July. . Preliminary 
figures for the first six months 
of 1946 show 117 strikes, involv- 
ing 92,220 workers. For the 
same period last year, there were 
95 strikes with 25,871 workers 
involved and a reported loss of 
564,925 working days. 

Approval was given in the 
commons this week to the con- 
stitutions of two United Nations 
agencies. These were the world 
health organization and the 
United Nations Educational, 
[Scientific and Cultural Organiz- 
ation. 

In summarizing the steps 
which led up to the formation of 
the world health organization, 
thq minister of .justice, Hon. 
Louis St. Laurent, said: "The 
steps leading up to the signature 
of the constitution of the world 
health organization in New York 

on July 22 were initiated at the 
United Nations conference at 
San Francisco when the word 
"health" was inserted in the 
charter upon the proposal of Ihe 
delegation from Brazil. Follow- 
ing this action the states repre- 
sented on the appropriate com- 
mittee unanimously approved the 
declaration of Brazil and China, 
on the calling of an international 
conference for the purpose of 
establishing an internation- 
al health organization.*' 

In introducing the UNESCO 
constitution, Mr. St. Laurent said 
in part: "Here in Canada we 
have not yet determined what 
form of action we will take to 
bring the bodies interested in 
educational, scientific and cultur- 
al advancement into relationship 
with this international organiza- 
tion . . It Is desired to have 
some Conadian body that will 
be widely representative of the 
Canadian public and that will be 
entirely divorced from any par- 
tisan political influence, to make 
this a matter in which all those 
in Canada interested in educa- 
tional, scientific and culturat 
development will feel that they 
have a part. 

"The precise financial relation- 
ship between the budget of 
UNESCO and the budget of the 
United Nations has yet to be 
defined. A supplementary 
agreement is \o be negotiated for 
that purpose between the two 
organizations. The view of the 
Conadian government is that the 
United Nations should exercise a 
general supervision over UNESC- 
O budgetary arrangements. It is 
also its view that caution should 
be taken in outlining financial 
commitments until UNESCO has 
had some experience in securing 
the co-operation of existing 
international organizations ond 
societies In the educational, 
scientific and cultural fields. 
UNESCO is authorized with the 
approval of the executive board 
to receive gifts, bequests and 
subventions directly from gov- 
ernments, public and private in- 
stitutions, associations and pri- 
vate persons.*' 

Canada has "done a good job 
for the United Nations Helie'f 
and Rehabilitation Administra- 
tion," L. B. Pearson, Canadian 
ambassador to the United Slates, 
said in an interview with the 
Canadion press in Paris recently.

The effect of the steel strike in 
Hamilton is beginning to be felt 
by Aurora industry and workers 
and employers are hoping that 
the Strike will end before the 
effects become serious here. 

The Aurora Building Company 
has the signed contract to pro- 
ceed with the erection of the Hart 
Manufacturing plant on Edward 
St., who had originally planned 
to open this year. So far the 
steel reinforcements needed have 
not been secured and the start 
on the job is being held up until 
the needed supplies are available. 
The Hart Company will shortly 
be receiving new machinery for 
their plant here, ordered for fall 
delivery in the expectation the 
plant would be built by that 
time. This will be placed in 
storage temporarily. 

The supply oj- nails used by 

the Sisman Shoe Company runs 
dangerously, low as the steel 
strike continues. One-half of the 
ordinary supply comes from 
Hamilton and since the. strike 
none have been available from 
here. The other 50 percent 
comes from the Montreal plant 
of the same firm and while their 
supply has been constant so far, 
the mills in Sydney, which sup- 
ply the steel, are closed and in- 
creased demands on the firm 
because of the Hamilton strike 
make it impossible to obtain a 
larger quota and in fact seem to 
point to a sharp curtailment in 
present stocks. 

The rubber strike, of course, 
seriously threatens production at 
the Sisman plant. Foresight of 
the management in securing good 
reserve supplies of stock previ- 
ous to the strike has enabled the 
work to be carried on to date 
with small effect. 

Factory Equipment Ltd. fear a 
bottleneck in production any 
week now, as the various types 
of steel needed in their many 
processes run out of stock with 
none immediately available. The 
rubber strike, especially rubber 
tires, . is felt, too, according to 
Superintendent John Offord.

Terms of the^ wheat agreement 
between Great-* Britain and Can- 
ada as announced in the House 
of Commons by the minister of 
Jrade and commerce, Hon. James 
MacKinnon, are: : 

Britain agrees to purchase 1$0 
million bushels of wheat from 
Canada for the years 1946 and 
1947 at $1.55 a bushel and for 
the year 1948, 140 million bus- 
hels at $1.25, minimum price. In 
1949, the British government 
agrees to purchase 140 million 
bushels . at $1 a bushel, mini- 
mum. If the world price stays 
up for the next two years, the 
British government agrees to 
take this into consideration in 
determining what should be 
paid in addition to the $1.25 and 
$1 minimum set for 1948 and 
1949 respectively. Meanwhile, 
the British government has the 
right- to sell any portion of the 
grain purchased from Canada, at 
any price they choose. 

The agreement between the 
federal government and the 
wheat growers i^: during the 
next four years, the government 
will pay to farmers an initial 
payment of $1.35 per bushel. 
That applies for all of the wheat 
for this year. For the three fol- 
lowing years the government 
guarantees a price of $1.35 for 
14 bushels per acre on the al- 
located acreage. Twelve cents a 
bushel is now being paid on the 
1943 wheat crop. As soon as 
these payments are made (which 

are completed participation cer- 
tificates), payment will begin 

to be made on the 1944 crop and 

will not be less than 16 cents a 
bushel. "Ten cents a bushel will 
be paid on 1945 participating 
certificates. All funds for Cana- 
dian wheat over $1.35 for the 
1945 crop will go into ^a pool 
along with all monies received 
for 1946, 1947, 1948 and 1949 
crops over $1.35 initial payments 
and these monies will be paid 
out to the farmers as participa- 
tion certificates in 1950.

The fertilizers administrator 
of the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board has approved several fer- 
tilizer mixtures for manufacture 
and sale throughout Ontario for 
the fall season. These mixtures 
are as follows: 0-14-7; 2-12-6; 
4-12-Q; 4-8-10 and 4-24-12. With 
the exception of the latter, 
j namely 4-24-12, these are ail 
; familiar to Ontario farmers and 
for their particular usefulness 
under specific conditions the 
new booklet published by the 
Ontario Fertilizer Advisory 
Board provides sound advice. 

* tfith respect to the 4-24-12, 
this is in reality a double- 
strength 2-12-6. and since it 
contains double the amount- of 
plant food as the 2-12-6. only 
one-half the amount need be ap- 
plied- as in the better known 
2-12-6. 

The reason for including this 
more concentrated mixture is 
that the ■ production of super- 
phosphate from the raw rock 
has been reduced substantially 
because of difficulties in im- 
porting sufficient phosphate 
rock. 

In order to' cope with these 
emergency conditions, the fertil- 
izers administrator has arranged 
for the shipment of the required 
tonnage of ammonium phosphate 

(11-48-0) from Trail, B.C. Upon 

arrival at the eastern Canadian 
fertilizer plants it will be mixed 
svith the required amount of 
potash to make up the 4-24-12. 
While this is not a new mixture, 
its use has been confined large- 
ly to farmers in eastern Canada 
who do not possess fertilizer 
drills. In such cases the 11-48-0, 
or mixtures made from it, are 
mixed directly with the grain 
and sown along with it. It may 
also be used quite satisfactorily 
in any grain drill equipped with 
a fertilizer attachment, but the 
machine should be adjusted to 
sow about half the amount of 
ordinary mixtures. 

There are some mixtures, em- 
ployed before the war, which be- 
cause of the fertilizer supply 
situation have not yet been plac- 
ed back on the list Some of 
these mixtures will be available 
for spring use but until the sup- 
ply situation is clarified, and 
fertilizer materials are safely in 
the plants of the various fertil- 
izer manufacturers, it is thought 
wise to be cautious in increasing 
the number of- mixtures for fall 
use. 

Farmers may obtain the fertil- 
izer ingredients and make up 
their own mixtures, provided 
they are in such amounts as will 
make up any of the approved 
analyses. 

In cases where official soil 
tests show the need for special 
fertilizer treatments, and on the 
recommendation of the fertil- 
izers administrator or his repre- 
sentative, quantities of fertilizer 
materials may be purchased in 
the amounts indicated as being 
required by the soil tests.

Recently Babe (Didrickson) 
Zaharius realized a life's ambi- 
tion by winning U.S. women's 
professional golf crown. I be- 
hVve Babe is the greatest compe- 
titive athlete of either sex since 
the human race began. 

Babe competed in 634 athletic 
contests as an amateur. To win 
an average of one victory in ten 
starts would be considered splen- 
did. To get one triumph in five 
starts, a total of 127, would be 
amazing. ■ How many did she 
win? The truth is Babe won 

632 first prizes in> those 634 

efforts. 

The greatness of Babe Didrick- 
son lies in her versatility. She 
can do more things better than 
any athlete that ever lived. 
Jim Thorpe, the Indian of 
another generation, makes the 
closest approach to Babe's record. 
Jim could do almost anything ,on 
track or field. He was brilliant 
at football and good at baseball 
until big league pitchers cut his 
batting average to zero. But 
J^m wasn't a swimmer, a golfer, 
a billiardist, a tennis player and 
such. 

At the 1932 Olympiad, Babe 
stood five feet, six inches and 
weighed 126 pounds. She was a 
champion, or near champion at 
20 different sports. She never 
took a lesson at anything except 
golf. And she banged out the 
longest drive ever credited to a 
woman golfer— 327 yards. 

Babe's first competition ■ was* 
with boxing gloves, battling her 
brother. She was 13 and 
weighed 90 pounds; he bulked 
165. No quarter was asked and 
none was given. Before she 
learned to block and ' duck she 
was knocked down often. Soon 
Babe began scoring knockdowns 
and could drape one on a chin 
with staggering force. Next it 
was basketball and she soon 
acquired ranking as the greatest 
player of her sex that ever lived. 

Next it was the javelin throw, 
then weights, sprinting, hurdling, 
high-jump and then a succession 
of championships at tennis. At 
swimming she defeated all com- 
ers — sprint or distance — and beat 
every man they sent against her. 
Babe can out-shoot many men 
with rjistol or rifle. She has 
thrown a baseball farther than 
any woman. She can play any 
position on the team with pitch- 
ing her specialty. She is a high 
average bowler. She says 
"billiards are a little too delicate 
for me", yet there are not three 
women in the United States her 
superior. Put her on a bicycle 
and she will outride any of her 
sex and make the men pant to 
keep abreast. 

"But I love golf," she says. 
"Golfers aren't born, they are 
made." Now this peerless per- 
former in 20 other sports has won 
the open golf championship. Can 
she cook? She doesn't need to. 
Her husband, George Zaharius, 
former professional wrestling 
champion villain type, owns a 
string of restaurants on the west 
coast. They are wealthy enough 
to employ a cook.
